BUSINESS MEN WOULD RESTRICT 


ARMAMENTS 


T 


HERE is a growing sentiment for disarmament among the 
business men of the world. 
In Japan the Business Men's Association is arranging a 


•ampaign in support of Mr. Ozaki, a powerful liberal who 'is vig- 
orously advocating the reduction of armaments. 
It is realized 


that a readjustment of the finances of the country is on* of the 
first needs of Japan and that this is closely bound up with the 
expenditures for military and naval purposes. A short time 
ago 7,000 post cards were sent to business men throughout 
Japan asking for an expression of opinion on th« subject of dis- 
armament. Two thousand of the 2,060 replies received strong- 
ly favored a reduction of the naval building program. On the 
llth of March the Dai Nippon Trade Union Association (the 
Business Men's Association) held a conference of its members 
for the express purpose of discussing the restriction of arma- 
ments. 


Mr. Muto. chairman of the association, is quoted as fol- 


lows: "If the present condition is left to develop as it pleases, 
defense budgets will gradually increase until at last they exceed 
the financial capacity of the country. . . At a time unlike the 
days of the economic boom, when all enterprises are seriously 
depressed, with all indications of becoming worse, it is the height 
of imprudence to advocate an armed peace and put the nation 
under the screw of useless competition in armaments." 


In this country, also, business men who favor a reduction 


in armaments" are making their sentiment known. According 
to the Army and Navy Journal Senators and Representatives 
who have been back home are talking about "further need for 
reducing national expenditures" and are issuing statements con- 
cerning the "widespread demand for disarmament." A strong 
advocate of reduction is Senator Penrose, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee, who would place the army and navy 
appropriations at the lowest minimum consistent with maintain- 
ing organization. 
ieNo sane man," says the Senator, "contem- 


plates another great war in the lifetime of the present or the 
next generation."

It is evident that you were very 


sincere in your opinion, bj-STisj o.F 
the positiveness of the abov, state- 
Trent. 
Obviously, however, the re- 


cent cccision of the supreme court 
of the United States, decided-Jnae 1. 
192C, but only recently com.in<; from 
t^t p;ess was not called to your at- 
ten.-ion. While prior to this decision 
l.'itro may have been some ••oat? >vcr_ 
57 as to whether the spent:^ p- 
riihiic monies for marketing pur- 
poses was a public purpose, van will 
agree with me as a .lawyer that now 
0:at the supreme court has passe-i on 
tbii question, that there is no room 
f i>r doubt as to what the law is. Youv 
opinion, however, ' will 
manifestly 


cuirry great weight in the legislate™, 
and f know that I am not asking too 
much of you to request that yoe send 
a correction of your opinion to Mr.

court. Green vs. Fraaier 253 U. S,, 
I age 232, wffl more clearly appra-ic 
vou of what the courts of Nor;h Da- 
kota and United States have Jec:d-. 


"An act declaring the ..purpose of 


the «t*te-of North Dakota to en- 
pmf<> in'ihe bn»inesf of manux«*-ivp- 
fne and marketing *«™ products, 
and to. establish a warehouse,,.fleva- 
tor fnd flour.mill system under the 
natce-of "North D«kota Mill & Ele- 
vator • agsociation,": to be operated 
by thu state.

The Industrial commission is placed 
in control-of the association with full 
power and it is authorized to acquire 
by purchase, lease, or right of emi- 
nent domain, all necessary property 
or properties, etc.; to buy, manufact- 
ure, store, mortgage, pledge, sell and 
exchange all kinds of raw and man- 
ufactured food products, and by-pro- 
ducts, and to operate exchanges, bu- 
reaus, markets and agencies within 
and without the state, and in fore- 
ign countries. 


"Th« laying power of ta* states 


is primarily vested in their legisla- 
tures, deriving their authority from 
the people. 
When a state legisla- 


ture acts within the scope of its au- 
thority, it is responsible to the, peo- 
ple, and their right to . change the 
agents to whom they, have intrusted 
the power is ordinarily deemed a 
sufficient check upon its abuse. 
Wihen the constituted authority of 
the state undertakes to exert the 'tax- 
ing power and the question of the 
validity of its action is brought be- 
fore this court, every presumption 
in its favor is indulged and only 
clear and demonstrated us npation 
of power will authorize judicial in- 
terference with legislative action. 


"In the present instance, under the 


authority of the /Constitution ,and 
laws prevailing in. North Dakota, 
the people, the legislature and the 
highest court of the state have de- 
clared the purpose for which these 
several acts were passed to be of a 
public nature, and within the taxing 
authority of. the state. 
With this 


united action of people, legislature 
and court, we are not at liberty to 
interfere unless it is clear beyond 
reasonable 'Controversy that rights 
secured by the Federal Constitution 
have been violated. What is- a public 
purpose has given rise 
• to no little 


judicial consideration. Courts, as a 
rule, have attempted no judicial def- 
ination of a 'private" . purpose, but 
have left each case to be. determined 
by its own peculiar circumstances. 
Gray, "Limitation.of Taxing Power, 
17«: "Necessity alone is not the test 
by which the limits of state authority 
in this direction are to be defined, 
but a wise statesmanship must look 
beyond the' expenditures which are 
absolutely needful to the continued 
existence of -organized government, 
and embrace others which may ..tend, 
to make, that government. subserve 


the general well being of society, and 
advance the present and prospective 
happiness and prosperity of the peo- 
ple." 
Cooley, Justice, in People ex 


rel, Detroit &. H. R. Co. v. Salem, 20' 
Mich. 452, 4 Am. Rep. 400. Ques- 
tions of policy are nUot submitted to 
judicial determination, and the courts 
have no general.-authority of super- 
vision over the. exercise of discretion 
which, under our system, is reposed 
in- the people or other departments 
of government.

Dear Sir: . 


I am in. receipt of your letter dated 


April 9, of which you sent copies to 
certain members of the legislature. 


You refer to the opinion rendered 


on March 30 to the Honorable Clark 
M. Perry, chairman of the committee 
on municipalities, with reference to 
bill 120, s., to empower cities and 
villages to engage in the purchase, 
sale, storage and.distribution of food 
products and to provide the 
funds 


therefor by taxation or the issuance 
of bonds. The question was OB the 
constitutionality, of the bill, and you 
must realize as a lawyer that its con- 
stitutionality must be, tested by the 
constitution of -the state. of Wiscon- 
sin and the.constitution of the United 
States, and not by the constitution of 
the state of North Dakota. 


I will grant you without argument 


that if the constitution of the.states 
of .Wisconsin provided for state, so- 
cialism, the biH' could be upheld on 
the theory adopted by the'supreme 
court of the United States in. Jones v. 
Portland, 245 U. S. 217, which was 
followed by the same court in Green 
y. Erazier, .253 U. S. 233, and the 
companion Dakota cases decided at 
that time: If you will refer to this 
decision of Green v. Frazier you will 
note the-following language'in the 
concluding sentence'of the opinion: 
' "If the state sees fit to enter upon 
such enterprises as,'are here involv- 
ed, with the:sanction of its consti- 
tution, its legislature, and it« peo- 
ple; w« are!not prepared to.say that 
it- is within the authority of this 
•court-In 'enforcing the observance of 
the" fourteenth amendment to aat 


asid* such action by judicial de- 
cision."

You take exception to the state- 


ment in/ the opinion to Mr. Perry— 
"But no court has gone so far as to 
hold, or even suggest, that the busi- 
ness of purchasing and selling food 
products may be regarded as a pub- 
lic purpose, to which the proceeds 
of taxation may be devoted." 


As requested by you, I have told 


Mr. Perry that this sentence refers 
of course, to courts governed by 
constitutions in harmony, as is ours, 
with the principle that it is not a 
proper function for the state to en- 
sage in purely competitive business 
with private enterprises, which prin- 
ciple, until the departure of North 
Dakota upon 'its experiment with 
state .socialism, was 'universally _re- 
cognized in all American constitu- 
tions. • 
I am informed by Mr. Perry that 


he received one of the copies of your 
letter. If you will read carefully the 
decision of the United States court 
in the Dakota cases and will then re- 
fer to the constitution of .the State 
of North Dakota as it has been 
amended under the Non-partisan 
league administration, and compare 
it with the constitution of the state 
of Wisconsin, I believe that you will 
readily see that the opinion to which 
you take exception requires- no cor- 
rection. You have overlooked the 
little matter of our own constitution. 


I may say to you that I read a 


synopsis of the opinion of thfe United 
States court in the Dakota ease last 
June, before the official report was 
available in December, but I did not 
in approving the opinion referred to 
regard the Dakota case as one that 
the supreme court of Wisconsin 
could accept^as a precedent, because 
of the differences in the constitutions 
of the two states, and since it was 
not in point there- was no occasion 
for referring to it in the opinion. 


You may be one who believes in 


the political theory that it would be 
well if business were conducted by 
the people collectively living as a 
community and represented by the 
government in . the management of 
ordinary, industrial affairs. 
cannot 


subscribe to that, economic theory. 
On the contrary.. 
I believe that 


so 
far' as 
purely 
competitive 


enterprises at least are concern- 
ed, in the absence .of a public emer- 
gency, the welfare^ of the 
people 


would be endangered if the state 
ventured ' to embark upon the dp- 
main of what has heretofore been 
considered as purely private enter- 
prise: But. the question of the con- 
stitutionality of' the proposed bill, we 
must determine a» lawyers upon the 
la* as it is, arid in! view of the con- 
stitutional provisions which now .ex- 
ist, we must disregard .our. economic 
theories in-rendering: .a legal opinion.-

ed private business in competition 
with individuals now engaged in such 
business, • then the initial effort to 
this end must be an amendment to 
the constitution.
